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This decision is in response to applicant's request to withdraw the abandonment, filed in 
the United States Patent and Trademark Office on 27 May 2005. 



On 15 May 2003, applicant filed mternational application PCT/GR03/00016. A copy of 
the international application was communicated to the United States Patent and Trademark Office 
(USPTO) from the International Bureau on 27 November 2003. The deadline for entry into the 
national stage in the United States was 21 November 2004. 

On 12 October 2004, applicant filed a submission for entry into the national stage in the 
United States which was accompanied by, inter alia, a check for $460. 

On 12 April 2005, the Office mailed Notification of Abandonment (Form 
PCT/DO/EO/909) indicating that the application went abandoned for failure to timely pay the 
basic national fee. 

On 27 May 2005, applicant made a submission contesting the holding of abandonment and 
submitted an additional $290. 



The basic national fee, as of 01 October 2004 until 08 December 2004, for a small entity 
with an EPO or JPO search report, was $475. Applicant paid $460, which was not enough to 
satisfy the basic national fee. When the complete payment was not received by 21 November 
2004, the application went abandoned for failure to pay the basic national fee. As such, the 
Notification of Abandonment was proper. 
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To revive this application, applicant may wish to consider filing a petition to revive under 
37 CFR 1 . 137(b). The form for this petition is included with this decision. The fee for revival for 
a small entity is currently $750. The proper reply is the basic national fee, which is currently 
$150. Applicant also must furnish the search fee, $200, the examination fee, $100, a declaration 
of inventorship and the fee for late furnishing of the search fee, examination fee or declaration, 
$130, but these fees and declaration are not required to revive the application. AppUcant has 
currently furnished $750. 

CONCLUSION 

For the reasons set forth above, the petition under 37 CFR 1. 181 is DISMISSED without 
prejudice. 

The application remains ABANDONED .
